HEN the Queen’s Parliament next meets, 
the assembly will be remarkable for the 
absence of many familiar faces, and the

| writing the results of the General Election have 


been disappointing’ to all Liberal expecta- 
tions. London remains strongly Unionist, out 
of sixty members fifty-two being supporters of 
the Government, and only eight in the ranks 
of the Opposition.. The defeat of so many 
well-known Liberals shows clearly thas the 
feeling that the South African War was both 
just and necessary has in no way abated. To the 
same cause must undoubtedly be attributed the 
defeat of Sir Wilfrid Lawson and certain other 
old and valued members of the Commons. How- 
ever, it is of no use mincing matters. The 
Ministerial appeal to the;jcountry has been 
answered by an increased vote in favour of the 
Government. After such an expression of trust, 
their future conduct of affairs can only be awaited 
calmly, though not without some anxiety as to 
the policy they are likely to pursue in respect 
to home legislation. Our Illustration contains 
the portraits of nine gentlemen holding unique 
positions in the world of politics, and who have 
won seats in the new House of Commons.

GREAT CAPTURE OF CATTLE. 
General Maxwell. 

The General is authorised to appoint officers to 
carry out the statute laws of the Transvaal for 
all districts; he is further empowered to alter 
the present laws, so as to suit the present 
circumstances. Burghers who surrender volun- 
tarily will not be deported from the country, but 
this is not to apply to prominent military and 
political personages, nor to those who break the 
oath of submission, nor to foreigners. 

Should any leader make inquiries as to terms 
of surrender, the question must be referred to 
headquarters. 

The stock and supplies of those on commando 
or of those who break their oath are to be taken 
without any receipt being given. In cases where 
some members of a family have broken their oath 
and returned on commando, those who remain 
are warned that, unless those who have broken 
the oath surrender within a reasonable time, all 
the stock and supplies of the family will be taken 
without receipt. 

With Reference to Sniping, 


the leaders of bands must be informed that 
unless this ceases their houses wiil be burned, 
and all their goods confiseated. 

Time is to be allowed for these regulations to 
become known. Copies of the proclamation are 
to be sent to the resorts of leaders and to their 
wives.

GENERAL MAXWELL,

Preroria, Oct. 3 (3.45 p.m.). 

Buller returned to Lydenburg yesterday, 
having made a successful march from Spitz Kop. 
As already reported, he occupied Macmac, on 
the east side of the Burgers Pass, on Sept. 26; 
on the 27th he reached Pilgrim's Rest. A few 
shots were fired by the enemy as that place was 
entered, but we had no casualties, 


Colonel Byng, 


by a well-managed night march on Sept. 28 
up the Groodenonein Berg, seized the top of 
Pilgrim’s Hill with the South African Light 
Horse, forcing the enemy to retire hurriedly. 
Two prisoners, forty oxen, and 4000 sheep were 
captured. 

On Sept. 29 the column got to the top of 
Pilgrim’s Hill, up a most difficult road. The 
troops worked admirably in dragging the guns 
and wagons up the steep incline. 

On Oct. 1 Kruger's Post was reached, where 
Buller's column was met by a small force sent 
out to meet it from Lydenburg under 


Brocklehurst. 


The enemy had managed to avoid commg in 
contact with Buller, but on the afternoon and 
evening of Oct. 1 they bronght two long-range 
guns to bear on his bivouac at a range of about 
9000 yards. 

Major Henderson, 


of the Argyl! and Sutherland Highlanders, and 
some men of the 5th Lancers and 18th and 
19th Hussars, moved out at once, and, after 
traversing a very difficult country, reached the 
position from which the enemy had been firing. 
The guns, however, had been carried off, and 
the Boers had disappeared. maitre 

Our casualties were: Killed—I1st Devon Regi- 
ment, Second Lieutenant H. W. Cuming, and 
one man South African Light Horse; wounded-— 
Captain N. Luxmore, Devonshire Regiment, 
dangerously ; South African Light Horse, seven 
men; and Stratheona’s Horse, one man. 

Buller’s force brought back with it 600 head 
of cattle, 4000 sheep, and 150 wagon-loads of 
supplies. One hundred and nine burghers 
surrendered to him, and 184,000 rounds of.small- 
arm ammunition were destroyed. 


A Patrol Under Lieutenant Jarvis, 


commanding Virginia Railway Station, came in 
contact with some Boers on Oct. 1; we had one 
man wounded, the Boers three. The Boer Com- 
mandant sent a letter to Lieutenant Jarvis later 
in the day begging that an ambulance might be 
sent to look after his wounded, as he was obliged 
to leave the ground. 

Hart, whose retsrn to Krugersdorp I reported 
on Oct. 1, was absent for thirty-three days 
moving about the district. His column marched 
310 miles, and was in contact with the enemy on 
twenty-nine different days. His casualties were 
three killed, twenty-four wounded, and three 
missing. A good many Boers were killed and 
wounded, and ninety-six were taken. prisoners. 


The Following Captures 


were also made: 2720 head of cattle, 3281 sheep 
and goats, and large quantities of mealies, 
potatoes, oats, bran, and hay, 90 horses, 
28 ponies, 11 mules, and 67 carts and wagons. 

The casualties in the 2nd Coldstream Guards 
on the railway near Pan were, I find, caused 
by the enemy’s fire, and not in consequence of 
the train being derailed. The majority of the 
wounds were from explosive bullets. The men 
behaved extremely well, and everyone kept their 
heads, or in all probability the losses would have 
been heavier, as the Boers. opened fire within 
sixty yards from where the train was derailed.

Lord 
Hopetoun said: “I leave my home-life, my children, 
my high office near Her Majesty, not for the sake of a 
portion of Australia, but to try and do real service for the 
whole. . . . I have no predecessors, no well-worn boots in 
which to slip my feet. have to make my own. When I 
have done my work I ask of you—as my highest reward— 
to say of me: ‘He was a good man and a safe man, and 
he has well and truly guarded the honour of the Queen.’ ”

THE PENNY ILLUSTRATED PAPER 


by no means irreparable damage done to Welbeck Abbey 
by the conflagration which burst out on Friday morning, 
Oct. 5, in the small hours. That the flames were confined to 
the Oxford Wing (the newstorey of the south front) is chiefly 
to be aseribed to the coolness of the local fire-brigade, the 
utter absence of panic, and the admirable organisation 
shown by everyone concerned. The fact, too, that water 
was'so easily come-at-able from the lake assisted in no small 
degree to the happy result. At the same time there is no 
denying that with the destruction of the Oxford Wing disap- 
pears one of the most attractive parts of the Abbey. One can 
hardly use the word beautiful in this connection, for 
Welbeck itself is externally far from this. 


Quite Thirty Rooms are either destroyed or 
rendered untenable, and the damage, at first estimated 
at £25,000, is now said to be a good deal nearer £40,000. 
Fortunate, indeed, is it that the three children of the Ducal 
family, including the young heir, the Marquis of Titchfield, 
a little fellow of eight, were rescued in time toavoid certain 
suffocation, a catastrophe which would have been all the 
more heart-breaking in view of the father’s and mother’s 
absence in Scotland, 


Happily this possible tragedy was averted. The 
people on the estate, to the number of several hundreds, 
were soon on the scene, and by the light of the moon were 
able to render efficient aid, but in the forced removal of 
so many pictures and massive objets d'art a considerable 
amount of damage must necessarily have been caused. 


More New Theatres.—The Dental Hospital in 
Leicester Square is to be pulled down, and a new theatre 
erected on the site. There will shortly be ten theatres 
within a stone’s throw of Leicester Square. 


Ibsen's “Ghosts” Refused a License.—There 
need be little astonishment regarding this decision of the 
Lord Chamberlain, for ‘ Ghosts” is unquestionably the 
most unpleasant of all the Norwegian dramatist's works. 
It is emphatically “‘ nasty,” the idea being that a high- 
principled woman is in perpetual fear of her son following 
in his father’s footsteps, and becoming a coarse sensualist. 
Tt is an attempt to carry out Ibsen's favourite theory 
of heredity. The realism of “Ghosts” is most offensive, 
and some of the speeches by the mother of the unheroic 
hero are such as few actresses who respected themselves or 
their art would care to deliver on the English stage. 


“Madame Patti’s only concert this autumn will take 
place at the Albert Hall on Oct. 18. Madame Patti has 
wonderfully preserved her lovely voice. The success of her 
Albert Hall concerts is so great that £800 has been the 
lowest sum realised. Sometimes the proceeds are not far 
short of £1000.

The Alexandra Palace and its charming pleasure- 
grounds will soon be available for the public enjoyment. 
“There will be no charge,” but certain restrictions will be 
necessary, as ‘‘’Arry” and “’Arriet” do sometimes get a 
little uproarious on Bank Holidays. However, it is gratify- 
ing to notice that the London County Council and other 
public bodies are beginning to understand the value of cheap 
recreation for the masses. The classes can always afford to 
pay for their amusements. 


The Paris Exhibition has derived considerable 
advantage from the brilliant weather, which makes even 
grimy London look cheerful. Eighty degrees in the shade 
is a high temperature for October. 


Goethe's “Iphigenie” is one of those coldly 
classical plays which the great author of “Faust ” loved 
to produce, and in Germany they were received with 
favour; but I must confess that at St. George's Hall the 
visitors yawned more frequently than was good for them- 
selves or the Teutonic performers, who did their work well. 
But the day for such productions has gone by. 


All Seats Numbered is the latest theatrical 
suggestion. It is, however, by no means a novelidea. Sir 
Henry Irving tried it at the Lyceum, and the gallery and 
pit patrons failed to appreciate the boon, Curiously, they 
preferred the struggle at the doors. 


The Question of Prices has lately been ventilated 
at some of the West-End theatres. Managers would gladly 
charge a little less for stalls and dress cirele, and no doubt 
it would pay them to do so. But here is the difficulty. 
Owners of theatres fancy that their property would decline 
in value if cheaper rates of admission were adopted. But 
all over the Continent I have visited theatres and opera- 
houses for quite one-third less than I pay in London. From 
Paris to St. Petersburg you can obtain a capital seat at a 
first-class theatre for three or four shillings, or its equivalent 
in foreign coin. 


The Success of the Covent Garden Opera 
Season has been so great that the Grand Opera Syndicate 
is about to spend fifteen thousand pounds in various 
alterations and improvements. ‘The stage is to be enlarged 
after the model of the Weisbaden Opera House, which has 
the finest stage in Germany. Next season there will be 
brilliant doings at Covent Garden. Some of the best of the 
old operas are to be revived, so that the entire season may 
not be given up to Wagner, a great genius certainly, but 
not the only good opera-composer. 
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Sir Henry Irving's matinée in aid of the Galveston 
fund promises to be a big thing at Drury Lane on Oct. 16. 
There will be a host of celebrities. Among others, Madame 
Melba his promised to sing the “Mad Scene” from 
é Lucia di Lammermoor.”

and donble. Little or no pruning is required beyond 
ving some of the three-year-old wood and slightly 
pean the remainder. It is a lovely rose for a wall, 
often attaining a height of 10 ft. to 12 ft. ina season. Asa 
Pillar-rose it is also excellent, and for making a fine head 
on a standard there is no variety to excel it. When desired 
in this form it should be grown upon a tall stem; the 
graceful growths and flowers will then droop elegantly, and 
are much better displayed. If grown as a pillar a strong 
iron stake 12 ft. high should be well fastened in the ground 
and the plant trained upon it. In course of time two or three 
side'stakes will be required. Although succeeding in poor 
Soil, these roses repay for liberal culture. 


On Mock Oranges. 
All the mock .oranges, with the exception of Mexicanus 
Says a writer in Gardening Illustrated), are quite hardy, 
and many of them, from their great natural beauty, 
deserve far more attention. They are generally seen 
Struggling for existence on some choked-up shrubb 
border or similar position, and often in some shady or 
where the display of bloom is sure to be meagre. Where 
planted in groups, ample space should be allowed for the 
free access of air and sunshine, as upon this will to a very 
great extent depend the future display of bloom. The 
larger kinds are seen to great advantage when isolated on 
the grass or disposed thereon in a group of three or four, 
plenty of room being allowed each for its full development.

at times exciting, often dull. The men 

on the small leaping despatch - boats 

became as intimate as if they had all 
been buried in the same coffin. Correspondents 
who in New York had passed as fairly good 
fellows sometimes turned out to be perfect 
rogues of vanity and selfishness, but still more 
often the conceited chumps of Park Row became 
the- kindly and thoughtful men of the Cuban 
blockade. Also each correspondent told all he 
knew, and sometimes more. For this gentle 
tale I am indebted to one of the brightening 
stars of New York journalism. 


N IGHTS on the Cuban blockade were long,

He pulled up and asked the boy about 
the welfare of the Jones family. 

“Oh, we're all right,’ said Freddy; “only 
ma—she ain’t—she’s dead.’ 

“ «Why, when did she die?’ cried the startled 
farmer. ‘ What did she die of?” 

‘Oh,’ answered Freddy, “last week a man 
with red hair and big white teeth and real white 
hands came into the kitchen and killed ma with 
an axe.’ 

“The farmer was indignant with the boy for 
telling him this strange childish nonsense, and 
drove off much dissatisfied. But he recited the 
incident at a tavern that evening, and when 
people began to miss the familiar figure of Mrs. 
Jones at the Methodist Church on Sunday morn- 
ings, they ended by having an investigation. 
The calm Jones was arrested for murder, and 
his wife’s body was lifted from its grave in the 
woods and buried by her own family. 

“The chief interest now centred upon the 
children. All four declared that they were 
in the kitchen at the time of the crime, and 
that the murderer had red hair. The hair of 
the virtuous Jones was grey. They said that 
the murderer’s teeth were large and white. 
Jones only had about eight teeth, and these were 
small and brown. They said the murderer’s 
hands were white. Jones’s hands were the colour 
of black walnuts. They lifted their dazed, 
innocent faces, and crying, simply because the 
mysterious excitement and their new quarters 
frightened them,.they repeated their heroic 
legend without important deviation and with- 
out the parroty sameness which would excite 
suspicion. 

‘*Women came to the gaol and wept over 
them, and made little frocks for the girls and 
little breeches for the boys, and idiotic detectives 
questioned them at length. Always they upheld 
the theory of the murderer with red hair, big 
white teeth, and white hands. Jones sat in his 
cell, his chin sullenly on his first vest-button. 
He knew nothing about any murder, he said. 
He thought his wife had gone on & visit to some 
relatives. He had had a quarrel with her, and 
she had said that she was going to leave him for 
a time, so that he might have proper opportunities 
for cooling down. Had he seen the blood on 
the floor? Yes, he had seen the blood on the 
floor. But he had been cleaning and skinning 
a rabbit at that spot on the day of his wife’s 
disappearance. He had thought nothing of it. 
What had his children said when he returned 
from the fields? They had told him that their 
mother had been killed by an axe in the hands 
of a man with red hair, big white teeth, and 
white hands. To questions as to why he had not 
informed the police of the county he answered 
that he had not thought ita matter of sufficient 
importance. He had cordially hated. his wife, 
anyhow, and he was glad to be rid of her. He 
decided afterward that she had run off; and 
he had never credited the fantastic tale of the 
children. 

‘ Of course, there was very little doubt in the 
minds of the majority that Jones was guilty, 
but there was a fairly strong following who 
insisted that Jones was a coarse and brutal man, 
and perhaps weak in his head—yes—but not a 
murderer. They pointed to the children and 
declared that children could never lie ; and these 
kids, when asked, said that the murder had been 
committed by a man with red hair, large white 
teeth, and white hands. I myself had a number 
of interviews with the children, and I was amazed 
at the convincing power of their little story. 

“Now I’ll tell you how it happened—how I 
imagine it was done. Some time after burying 
his wife in the woods Jones strolled back into 
the house. Seeing nobody, he called out in the 


came out whimpering. ‘ Where is your mother?’ 
said Jones. The children looked at him blankly. 
‘Why, pa,’ said Freddy, ‘ you came in here and 
hit ma with the axe; and then you sent us to 
bed.”

Their meagre little sense informed them that 
their father had been the man with the axe, but 
he denied it; and to their minds everything was 
a mere great puzzle, with no meaning whatever 
save that it was mysteriously sad and made them 
cry.

Freddy hesitated. ‘ Now—he looked a 
good deal like you, pa.’

“ “Well, said Jones, ‘I saw a man with kind 
of red hair going along the road up yonder, and 
I thought maybe that might have been him.’ 

“ Little Lucy, the second child, here piped up 
with intense conviction. ‘His hair was a little 
teeny bit red. I saw it.’ 

“No, said Jones. ‘The man I saw had very 
red hair. And what did his teeth look like? 
Were they big and white?’ 

““Yes,' answered Lucy, ‘they were.’ 

“ Even Freddy seemed to incline to think it. 
‘ His teeth may have been big and white.” 

“ Jones said little more at that time. Later 
he intimated to the children that their mother 
had gone off on a visit, and although they were 
full of wonder and sometimes wept because of 
the oppression of an incomprehensible feeling 
in the air, they said nothing. Jones did his 
chores. Everything was smooth. 

“The morning after the day of the murder, 
Jones and his children had a breakfast of hominy 
and milk. “Well, this man with red hair and 
big white teeth, Lucy,’ said Jones. ‘Did ‘you 
notice anything else about him ?”’ 

“ Lucy straightened in her chair, and showed 
the childish desire to come out with brilliant 
information which would gain her father's 
approval. ‘He had white hands—hands all 
white——”’ 

“ t How about you, Freddy ?’ 

«cI didn't look at them much, but I think 
they were white,’ answered the boy. 

«c< And what did little Martha notice?’ cried 
the tender parent. ‘Did she see the big, bad man?’ 

“ Martha, aged four, replied solemnly, ‘ His 
hair was all yed and his hand was white—all 
white.’ 

“That's the man I saw up the road,’ said 
Jones to Freddy. 

“Yes, Sir, it seems like it must have been 
him,’ said the boy, his brain now completely 
muddled. 

““ Again Jones allowed the subject of his wife’s 
murder to lapse. The children did not know 
that it was a murder, of course. Adults were 
always performing in a way to make children’s 
heads swim. For instance, what could be more 
incomprehensible than that a man with two 
horses dragging a queer thing should walk all day, 
making the grass turn down and the earth turn 
up? And why did they cut the long grass and 
put it in a barn? And what was a cow for? 
Did the water in a well like to be there? All 
these actions and things were grand because 
they were associated with the high estate 
of grown-up people, but they were deeply 
mysterious.
